In making the announcement 
of the long term leasing of this 
old established ` brewery, which 
has a capacity of 150,000 barrels 
a year, Mr. -Ruppert said:

oint them. Nothing can be fur- 
ther from the truth. The New 
Jersey Commission On the Condi- 
tion Of The Urban Colored Popu- 
lation, is accountable to the tax- 
payers of the State of New Jersey. 
in genera] and to the Urban Col- 
ored Population in particular, And 
what is more, however efficient or 
however inefficient.a job the Com- 
mission does, the entire Colored 
Population of the State shares ‘he 
favorable or the, unfavorable 
criticism that may be directed at 
the Commission. 

It is apparent that some of the 
commissioners are not aware of 
the fact. that the responsibility en- 
trusted to them embraces the wel- 
fare ‘of the colored population of 
the state, It is not a matter of 
cheap, -partisan politics... Tt is. not 
a matter of having $16,000 to 
spend and to. spread that among 
the friends of the commission or 
the friends of the politicians who 
appoint them. It is a matter of 
properly investing $16,000 that the 
State of New Jersey has made 
available to conduct an inquiry 
into conditions that affect the col- 


ored_population,_.. The..inquiryis...—. 


expected to tell the truth about 
urban conditions among the Col- 
ored population. { 

And this brings to the fore the 
matter of selecting personnel — 
The selection of the people who 
are to investigate current condi- 
tions among the Urban Colored 
Population.

But we can help to stop’ this 
discrimination if we wil all stop 


and think that God: made ùs all, 


and together we stand but divided 
we fall. And as we fall, our vic- 
tory is lost; and if this happens 
we will awake to find the pow- 
er-drunk Hitler, the master of ‘us 
all. So let's mass our strength, 
and fight for: wisdom, for righte- 
ousness, and victory one for all. 
So never again will a man have 
to: fall from bullets of war. With 
the spirit of an American I end 
this note asking fair play, and the 
right-to live; and enjoy» prosper- 
ity for my people, and- all people.

I_yhave become con- 
vinced that iha only efficient way 
of legislating in such a large 
body is -through the committee 
system, and therefore, with the 
exception of the Anti-lynching 
bill; for which-I had pledged my- 
self to sign a discharge petition 
before I was elected, I have made, 
it a rule not to sign discharge pe- 
titions:

Is No Ban On Players 


CHICAGO — No rule exists 
barring Negroes from playing in 
organized baseball and..he never 
has sought to impose one himself, 
Baseball Commissioner Kenesaw 
M. Landis declared Thursday. 

Baseball managers can sign “1 


or 25" Negro players so far as he’ 


is concerned, Landis. said, 

Judge Landis made jhis state- 

ment after a; story in the” Daily: 
Worker, Comunist Party paper, 
_ had been brought-to his attention. 
_The story attributed to Leo Duro- 
cher, manager ót- the” Brooklyn 
Dodgers, a remark to the effect 
that a “grapevine understanding 
or subterranean rule” barred Ne- 
groes from play. 

Landis said he summoned Duro- 
cher to his office and that the 
Dodger manager declared he had 
said-this or that Landis himself 


-would not permit Negroes to play‘ 


in organized baseball. 

“This has béen brought to my 
attention several times,” Landis 
said... “Certain managers in or- 
ganized baseball have been quot- 
ed as saying the reason. Negroes 
are not playing in organized base- 
ball is that the commissioner would 
not permit them to do so. , 

“I have come to the conclusion 
that.-it-istime-for- me -to-express 
myself on this important issue. 
Negroes ‘have not been barred 
from baseball,by the commissioner 
and never have been during the 
21 years I have served as com- 
missioner, 

“There is no rule in organized 
baseball prohibiting their partici- 
pation and never has been to my 
knowledge. If Durocher, any other 
manager, or all of them, want to 
sign one or 25 Negro players, it is 
all right with me.

All of these qualities will be 
necessary for our boys who. hope 
to break into the majors. The 
Negro National and American 
Leagues have developed some fine 
players and the calibre of ball 
and standards of sportsmanship 
have been high though there oc- 
casionally is a player who demon- 
strates the wrong spirit but he is 
the-exception and not the rule. | 

Negro Leagues Threatened 

Just how our colored. owners 
will react to this ruling by Judge | 
Landis is not known but if the 
rule holds. true all the way down 
to the minor leagues it will mean 
the end of organized Negro base- 
ball. Maybe this would be the 
best thing for all concerned, and 
it surely would be ʻa blessing to 
the: players. - : 

Just look at the millions of dol- 
lars which our players.have los: 
because of not’ being able to get 
into the majors. Players. like 
Dick Lundy, Lloyd, Cannonball 
Redding, Wickware, Wells, Dan- 
dridge, Day, Jose..Gibson, Buck 
Leonard, Ray Brown and many 
others. These boys would have 
been worth thousands of dollars 
had they been white to any major 
league club, but have been forced 
to play ball on colored clubs for 
“peanuts.” v ih 

Our colored owners have’ been 
so incompetent in operating their 
leagues that they have failed to 
build’ public confidence to the 
point where they would support 
the teams like they should. The 
East-West game, which last year 
drew over 50,000 and the appear- 
ancé. of Satchell Paige in various 
major, league parks the past two 
years have done more to attract 
the attention of major league own- 
ets than, anything else. Yet, 
Satchell got such a jerking around 
by our owners that he preferred 
to play ball in’ Mexico and South 
America ‘instead of here in the 
States. As a result they lost thou= 
sands of dollars because Satchel 
was a good business man and de- 
manded his price or else. 

For many years this scribe has 
been pointing to the need of a cen- 
tral booking office but the plea 
has fallen on deaf ears. I also 
decried the split schedule and the 
failure of the moguls' to -elect a 
commissioner. None of these 
things have been done nor will 
they as long. as the present setup 
controls our leagues, After all 
these years of trying to aid Or- 
ganized Negro. baseball I have 
sadly come to the conclusion that 
any effort- expended in this di- 
rection is. wasted. 

It is not difficult to realize then 
how welcome Judge Landis’ state- 
ment was to this writer for I-want 
to see our players get the break 
they deserve. .They will wait a 
longtime. to. get the money their 


pasepaii. 

The colored owners would prob- 
ably realize a tidy sum from the 
sale of their players and nobody 
would deny them this return upon 
their investment. That is as it 
should be, but after the present 
crop of players is disposed of, they 
would have" to compete against 
major league scouts and this ddes- 
n't make the outlook quite so rosy. 
I believe our boys would rather 
play in the minors, and our fans 
would rather see them there, than 
in an all colored league. 

_ Such a development would even- 
tually mean that organized Negro 
baseball weuld prove a poor in- 
véstrgent. and át. would die a na- 
tural death. If I can judge the 
future by the past, I would cer- 
tainly not be numbered among the

In Waller Case 


NEW YORK. — In ‘the ‘most 


office “wilh 


vigorous terms ever employed by. 
Negro leaders in demanding 
democratic rights in America, 
President Roosevelt was criti- 
cized by*a group-of organization 
leaders led by A. Philip Ran- 
dolph, for his failure to publicly 
-urge—Governor--Darden of Vir- 
ginia, to save the life of share- 
cropper Odell Waller, executed 
PEN alles se Re ey 

The:-statement, in the form of 
a letter to the President, used 
strong words- asserting, “Waller 
was doomed from tHe start,” and 
that “in failing us, the cause -of 
eee at home has been aid- 
e ate é . 

Pointing oùt-“the complete dis- 
illusionment and embittered re- 
sentment of the Negro masses in 
this country” is a “discontent” 
which is taking organized form, 
the statement said, “You must 
realize that in this: case . every 
known instrument of the demo- 
cratic process was utilized; only 
to end in total failure. Certainly 
you must know that Negroes. are 
reaching -such'a point of. desper- 
ation that they are beginning to 
express—a—willingness and deter- 
mination to die right herein Am- 
erica to attain a democracy which 
they have never had.” 

Commenting on the “lack of 
sensitivity and, intelligence with 
which high administration offic- 
ials ‘approach the Negro’s prob- 
lems,” the statement continues, 
“The insulting phrase ‘We try to 
do all we can for your people’ 
is indicative - of: the separatism 
with which ‘public officials are 
prone to view questions involv- 
ing the Negro, whose. main griev- 
ance is precisely the failure on 
the part of the Nation. to treat 
him on a par with any other cit« 
izen.” 3 

“Waller’s electrocution has in- 
tensified a wave of detérmination 
for a showdown. on’ the question 
of total democracy for the Negro 
which cannot long be held back 
by leaders who use the bargain 


and compromise method. It was a 
signal for the barbarous forces in 
this country to renew the un- 
leashing of their venom of hatred 
upon the Negro people. Within 
two weeks after Waller’s electro- 
culion the press has reported the 
lynching of Willie Vinson, 25- 
year-old Negro in Texarkana, 
Texas, the lynching of Private 
déssie~ Smith; 25-year-old Negro 
soldier, by a white psse in Flag- 
staff, Arizona, and, the brutal’ 
beating and jailing of the noted 
Negro tenor, Roland Hayes and 
his wife in Rome, Georgia. ;

of-the Negro is identical with the 
ideals and principles of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. ` 
“This struggle is one with the 
war effort,” Wilkins ‘asserted. “It 
is nonsense for anyone to say that 
this convention and this associa- 
tion’ are- hindering our nation’s 
fight against the Axis. Victory is 
vital-to minorities, but, as our 
President ‘has, said in his greeting 
to this convention, minorities are 
also vital to victory. The objec- 
tives we see kare not at vatiance 
with the war effort. These things 
that we feel in our hearts, and 
these things that|'we yearn for, 
and these things that we are de- 
termined to fight to enjoy in spite 
of death itself — these are the 
things the war is about.” 
Wilkins cited’ the lynching in 
Texarkana, Texas, July 13, as a 
prime. example of why the 
NAACP must carry on the fight, 
until every protection is won for 
the race and every right secured. 
“This is the time of decision,” 
he said, “a time when the des~ 
tinies of men and nations are be- 
ing re-molded. We here in 1942 
cannot fail the Sojourner Truths: 
the Denmark Veseys, the Nat 
Turners, or Frederick Douglass, 
or the victims of lynch-mobs, or 
Dorie Miller and Joe Louis and
